He  will  present  selections  from  Bach 
and  Schubert  in  his  first  coffeehouse.

month  or  so. " 

He  carries  with  him  an  impressive  set 
of  credentials. 

He  studied  piano  with  John 
Richardson  of  Michigan  State 
University  from  1958-1960.  After  that 
he  attended  Oberlin  College 
Conservatory  in  Ohio,  where  he  held  a 
full  scholarship  for  two  years. 


Leitch  has  worked  with  the  avant- 
garde  ONCE  group  in  Ann  Arbor.  Mich, 
from  1962-63  and  1964-5. 

"I  also  worked  as  an  accompanist  at 
New  England  Conservatory  in  Boston 
during  1963-64,  Leitch  added. 

More  recently,  he  held  a  fellowship 
as  a  vocal  coach  at  Tanglewood  in 
Massachusetts  in  the  summerof  1971. 


He  has  been  an  accompanist  at 
several  colleges  for  the  past  several 
years. 

This  year  he  hopes  to  start  as  a  solo 
recitalist  at  PUCC.  playing  selections 
from  Bach,  Mozart,  Hayden. 
Beethoven,  and  Schubert. 

His  coffeehouse  will  consist  of 
Bach  s  "Partita  No.  1  in  B-flat  major" 
and  Schubert's  Sonata  in  B-flat  major.

Womens  Studies 


Minor  Surveyed 


On  Monday  and  Tuesday,  October  6 
and  7,  PUCC  students  will  have  a 
chance  to  voice  their  opinion  on  the 
proposed  interdisciplinary  Women's 
Studies  minor  at  Calumet  Campus.  The 
suggested  12  hour  minor  would  in¬ 
clude  such  courses  as  History  of 
Women;  Rhetoric  of  Women's  Rights, 
Communications  Department;  Social 
Impact  of  Biology;  Transactional 
Analysis,  Nursing  Department;  and 
Women  in  Literature.  An  introduction 
to  Women's  Studies,  GS  121,  which 
would  provide  a  prerequisite  for  such 
upper-level  courses  is  currently  under 
consideration  for  Spring  1976 
Semester.  This  Introduction,  GS  121, 
will  emphasize  the  socialization  pro¬ 
cess  of  women,  the  history  and  litera¬ 
ture  of  women,  and  the  changing  role 
of  women  in  society. 

A  minor  in  Women  s  Studies  would 
complement  and  enhance  many  ma¬ 


jors,  especially  those  in  Biology,  Com¬ 
munication,  Education,  English,  His¬ 
tory,  Nursing,  Political  Science, 
Psychology,  Sociology,  and  Teaching. 
Although  by  1974  over  4500  Women's 
Studies  courses  were  being  offered  by 
colleges  and  universities  across  the  na¬ 
tion,  Northern  Indiana  region  has  been 
slow  to  respond  to  the  growing  needs 
of  women.  If  the  PUCC  Women's 
Studies  program  goes  through,  we  will 
be  first  in  the  Calumet  area  to  offer  a 
comprehensive  program  in  this  rapidly 
expanding  social  frontier. 

The  sruvey  is  being  run  for  the  Chan¬ 
cel  lor  s  Ad-Hoc  Study  Committee  on 
Women  s  Studies  by  Professor  Vera 
Zollberg  of  the  Psychology  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  questionnaire  will  be  ad¬ 
ministered  to  students  in  Monday  and 
Tuesday  classes;  questionnaires  will 
also  be  available  at  the  Information 
Desk  in  the  SFLC  lobby.

A  Reply  to  Prof.  Miller 


Dear  Editor: 

We  feel  that  Charles  Miller,  As¬ 
sociate  Professor  of  Education,  pro¬ 
bably  left  a  bad  first  impression  on 
most  of  the  incoming  Freshmen  here  at 
Purdue  Calumet,  when  his  letter  con¬ 
cerning  disagreement  with  Priscilla 
Nemeth  over  the  appointment  of  Chan¬ 
cellor  Combs  appeared  in  the  paper. 
For  those  who  are  not  totally  clear  on 
what's  going  on,  here  is  a  brief  sum¬ 
mary.  On  September  3,  Priscilla 
Nemeth  wrote  an  article  concerning 
the  appointment  of  Chancellor  Combs 
to  Purdue  Calumet.  In  her  article  she 
clearly  stated  why  she  felt  Combs  was 
not  the  best  choice  for  Chancellor.

Mr.  Miller  never 
once  gave  one  reason  why  he  felt 
Combs  was  the  best  man  for  Chan¬ 
cellor.  Since  we  saw  no  clear  evidence 
why  he  thought  Combs  was  best 
qualified,  could  we  assume  that  his  on¬ 
ly  intention  in  writing  his  letter  was  to 
better  himself  by  backing  Chancellor

know  Chancellor  Combs,  or  of  his  ac¬ 
complishments  and  failures.

In  conclusion,  we  feel  that  both 
Priscilla  Nemeth  and  Charles  Miller 
were  wrong  in  their  approach  in  dis¬ 
cussing  the  appointment  of  Chancellor 
Combs.  We  feel  that  instead  of  attack¬ 
ing  Chancellor  Combs,  as  Priscilla 
Nemeth  did,  she  should  have  attacked 
the  Chancellor's  qualifications.  As  for 
Charles  Miller,  we  also  feel  that  instead 
of  attacking  Priscilla  Nemeth,  he 
should  have  given  direct  examples  of 
why  he  felt  Combs  was  best  qualified 
as  Chancellor  of  Purdue  Calumet.

Fraternities  Misunderstood? 


Dear  Editor: 

Does  anyone  at  this  university  really 
understand  what  a  fraternity  is?  For  the 
short  time  that  I  have  been  at  PUCC, 
my  entire  concept  of  fraternities  has 
changed.  While  in  high  school  I 
believed,  like  most  people  do,  that 
fraternities  and  their  members  were  de¬ 
dicated  to  free  sex  and  wild  parties, 
viewing  life  as  a  continual  celebration 
and  using  anything  or  anyone  as  an  in¬ 
strument  to  satiate  their  desires.  I 
heard  exaggereated  stories  from 
friends  and  adults  about  the  strange 
pranks  that  fraternities  pulled.  My  opi¬ 
nion  was  shaped  by  rumors  and  wild 
y  gossip,  and  I  came  to  believe  that 
anything  that  a  fraternity  did  must  be 
in  some  way  immoral  or  illegal.  I  lived 
with  this  misconception,  as  many  peo¬ 
ple  still  do.  until  I  entered  PUCC  and 
came  into  contact  with  frats  on  a  face 
to  face  basis.  After  meeting  with  peo¬ 
ple  that  were  members  of  a  fraternity,  I 
realized  that  my  beliefs  about  these  or¬ 
ganizations  had  no  base.  I  began  to 
see  the  fraternity  for  what  it  was,  a 
grossly  misunderstood  group  that  has 
suffered  the  injustices  of  other  groups 
and  non-members,  people  who  know 
nothing  about  the  worthwhile  convic¬ 
tions  and  beliefs  that  the  fraternities 
stand  for. 

People  have  always  had  a  tendency 
to  put  down  or  strike  out  at  something 
they  do  not  understand  or  feel  alienat¬ 
ed  from.  So  it  has  been  with  the 
fraternities.  Many  brothers  have  heard 
the  claims  that  the  frats  are  too  "cli¬ 
quish”  or  that  to  be  a  member  one 
must  be  of  a  higher  class,  or  have  con¬ 
nections,  or  just  be  plain  "stuck  up"  in 
layman's  terms.  Therefore,  people  on 
the  outside  tend  to  look  for  anything 
that  the  frats  do  that  might  be  slightly 
out  of  the  norm  and  use  it  against 
them.  I  have  heard  many  news  reports 
on  television  and  read  many  articles  in 
newspapers  that  would  never  have 


reached  the  newsroom  or  went  into 
print,  except  that  someone  involved 
was  a  member  of  a  fraternity.  This  kind 
of  publicity  automatically  opens  the 
fraternities  up  to  hostile  criticism  from 
groups  and  individuals  that  are 
seriously  against  their  very  existence. 

Take  the  case  of  the  car  accident  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  twenty-fourth  of 
September,  for  example.  In  this  case, 
the  driver  of  the  car  that  caused  the  ac¬ 
cident  was  subject  to  involuntary 
seizures.  At  the  time  of  the  accident, 
he  may  have  had  a  blackout,  in  which 
case,  he  cannot  be  charged  with  reck¬ 
lessness  on  his  part.  But  to  add  spice 
to  the  incident,  we  see  that  the  driver  is 
a  fraternity  brother.  Immediately  the 
situation  changes.  He  is  not  just  an  in¬ 
dividual  responsible  for  an  accident,  he 
is  a  “frat  rat,”  which  adds  even  more  to 
his  guilt.  The  murmurs  of  the  crowds 
indicate  such  feelings  as,  "Another 
crazy  frat  bum  got  into  trouble.”  The 
police  arrive,  and  the  officer  is  a  little 
less  than  understanding.  The  driver  is 
in  no  condition  for  an  intense  drilling, 
having  been  helped  from  the  car,  and 
is  in  a  serious  state  of  shock,  but  this 
seems  to  infuriate  the  officer  more, 
and  on  two  occasions,  he  resorts  to 
harasing  the  brother.  The  overall  mood 
of  the  officers  and  the  crowd  is  insult¬ 
ing.  Photographers  and  reporters  ar¬ 
rive  to  investigate,  and  their  interest 
seems  amplified  when  they  discover 
that  the  driver  was  a  "Greek.” 

Why  must  fraternities  suffer  the  op¬ 
pression  of  those  who  feel  that  the 
word  "fraternity"  is  synonymous  with 
'  trouble?'  I  think  it  is  about  time  that 
the  fraternities  start  paying  attention  to 
their  image  and  make  it  clear  to  people 
what  they  really  stand  for  and  perhaps 
we  non-fraternity  people  should  study 
the  greek  organizations  more  closely 
before  we  make  a  harsh  judgement  of 
them.

I  quickly  called  the  voice  of  Lansing's 
only  rock’n’roll  air  personality  to  see  if 
it  was  for  real.  The  man  behind  the 
mike  assured  me  that  it  was.  Chris 
Stevens  is  his  name,  and  I  went  to  the 
station  to  meet  him  for  the  first  time 
last  summer. 

Believe  it  or  not,  Chris’  show  has 
been  on  since  November  of  1974.  It 
started  without  any  publicity  and  has 
grown  from  there  strictly  on  the  basis 
of  Chris’s  hard  work.  He  originally  did 
the  show  from  1 1 :30  PM  to  4  AM  which 
resulted  in  some  pretty  weird  hours. 
Now  the  show  starts  at  10:30  PM  ON 
weekdays  and  11:30  PM  on  Saturdays. 
The  show  keeps  rockin’  until  3  AM.  On 
Saturdays,  Chris  features  the  only  re¬ 
gularly  scheduled  quadrophonic  rock 
broadcast  in  the  entire  Chicagoland 
area  with  his  "Quadromania”  show.

But  then  he  looks 
back  a  few  years  when  things  weren’t 
going  as  well  for  him  and  points  out  an 
individual  who  helped  him  con¬ 
siderably.  Dale  Dawson,  who  was  af¬ 
filiated  with  WBBM  FM  at  the  time,  was 
that  individual  who  gave  Chris  a 
needed  boost  when  he  needed  it  most. 
Thanks  to  Dale,  quality  rock  broadcast¬ 
ing  has  arrived  in  the  person  of  Chris 
Stevens.  So  the  next  time  you  get  a 
chance,  tune  into  Chris  at  WLNR  106.3 
FM  and  catch  an  earful  of  FM  rock  as  it 
should  be.
